They said, however, they had 
found important material connected with the activities 
of Italy’s most feared urban guerrilla organisation. The 
operation took place during the night and followed a 
raid last week on a Rome print shop believed to have 
been used in preparing communiques during the 55-day 
Imprisonment of Moro, who was found slain May ft The 
discovery of the print shop led to the arrest of five 
persons including its owner.

The Lebanese daily news- 
paper Al Safir said yesterday 
that one of the gunmen killed 
during Saturday’s airport ope- 
ration was a 25-year old sou- 
th Lebanese called Mahmoud 
’Awwada. 

In a separate development, 
four men who said they wan- 
ted to avenge the three gun- 
men in the Orly Airport sho- 
otout were arrested in Beirut 
today, during an abortive hand 
grenade attack against the 
French Embassy. 

Eighteen other alleged me- 
mbers of a group planning 
other attacks also were seized, 
police said in Beirut. 

Police said the four men, 
arrested before they could 
make their attack on the em- 
bassy, admitted they planned 
the attack in revenge for the 
shooting of fellow gunmen at. 
Orly Airport on Saturday. 

The four gunmen revealed 
they belong to Beirut group 
that allegedly was planning a 
chain of assassination, looting 
and terror operations against 
undisclosed targets, officials 
said. 

At sun up, security forces 
attacked the network, round- 
mg -up- 18 moire persons, inclu- 
ding three women, ft various 
apartment hideouts around Be- 
irut. Security officers said qu- 
antities of explosives and fir- 
earms were captured in these 
hideouts. 






Filipino rebels free 56 hostages

ages because of pursuing government troops.

he third day as Israeli security forces searched for attackers of 
an Israeli police vehicle last week. The curfew was lifted for 
two hours tills morning to enable families to replenish food 
stocks. 


Polish-Israeli relations Improve? 

BAGHDAD, May 23 (R). — An Iraqi government newspaper to- 
iay expressed concern over what it described as a serious change 
n Poland’s attitude towards Israel. Al Jumhouriya said a major 
celebration last month marking the 35th anniversary of the 
ghetto uprising in Warsaw, tbe reception by the Polish head of 
state of an Israeli delegation the next day and the attitude of 
Polish news media at the time had injured the feelings of the 
Arabs. "This indicates a serious change in the attitude of the 
'Polish government towards the racist Zionist entity even though 
Poland was one of tbe socialist states which had severed reg- 
ions with that entity since the June 5, 1967 aggression,” the

— His Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan and Her Highness Princess Sarvath arrived here today 
for an official visit to Poland at the invitation of the Polish 
Council of State to discuss avenues of cooperation in technical 
and economic fields between the two countries. 

Prince Hassan’s trip will also include a one-day visit to 
Vienna, at the invitation of Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky, 
as well as to deliver the opening speech at the Arnb-European 
Symposium on Trade Cooperation in Montreux, Switzerland. 

Prince Hassan and Princess Sarvath were seen off at Am- 
man Airport today by the prime minister, the chief of the 
Royal Court, the court minister and other top officials including 
the Polish and Swiss charges d'affaires and Austria's honorary 
consul in Amman. 


King witnesses 
army manoeuvres 


AMMAN, May 23 (JNA). — His 
Majesty King Hussein today 
witnessed military exercises, 
with live ammunition, by the 
Third Royal Armoured Brigade. 

The King later met with the 
officers and soldiers who took 
part in the manoeuvres, which 
had started five days ago, and 
addressed them saying they 
stand at the confrontation line 
and must always be ready to 
do their duty in defence of the 
land and of justice until Arab 
Jerusalem and occupied territo- 
ries return to Arab sovereignty. 


WHO resolution condemns Israel 

GENEVA, May 23 (R). — Israel faced a possible threat to its voting rights in the World 
Health Organisation (WHO) today after being condemned by the agency for alleged inhuman 
treatment of Arabs in the occupied territories. 

The expected condemnation at WHO’s Annual Assembly was carried by 70 to 22 votes 
with 22 abstentions and followed a committee's approval of the resolution yesterday. 

The voting rights threat came in a passage saying members should consider applying 
against Israel measures stipulated in the agency’s Constitution. 

Conference sources said this referred to an article allowing for the suspension of a 
member’s vote in exceptional circumstances. 

Circumstances ciLed by the resolution were Israeli measures changing the structure of 
the Arab territories it occupies and "arbitrary practices affecting the physical, social and 
psychological health" of Arabs there. 

Arab, African and socialist states pushed through the resolution against opposition 
from the United States, Canada, Australia, Nc./ Zealand and most West European countries. 
At least nine Latin American states abstained. There was no debate. 

The resolution said a three-man team visited occupied territories for 12 days last 
month. 

It acknowledged the team was imabie fully to determine health conditions as its 
stay was short and statistics were lacking -- but it said the study should continue. 

The team, from Senegal. Romania and Indonesia, reported to the assembly that pri- 
sons in the territories were overcrowded and that Israeli occupation appeared to be inhibit- 
ing normal Arab life. 

In a statement later, the Israeli delegation criticised the report as a "basically politi- 
cal document”, omitting or belittling many "outstanding improvements and achievements" in 
the health system of the territories. 


French troops find 
more dead in Zaire 

PARIS, May 23 (R). — French troops have found the bodies of 20 more 
Europeans, 12 of them children, massacred in the southern Zaire rebel town 
of Kolwezi, the Defence Ministry said today. The corpses were discovered 
yesterday when the Foreign Legionnaires also rescued a terrified and starv- 
ing group of white women and children roaming the bush outside the town, 
a spokesman said- 


The dead Europeans were 
found by troops combing loot- 
ed villas in the European qua- 
rter of Kolwezi which was at- 
tacked on May 13 by rebels 
opposed to President Mobutu 
Sese Seko’s government. 

French officials put the whi- 
te death toll at about 200 und 
said some 70 French nationals 
and other Europeans were mis- 
sing. 

The identities and nationali- 
ties of the latest massacre vic- 
tims were not disclosed. But 
the spokesman said the murd- 
ered children did not appear to 
be those of the adults killed 
with them. 

The women and children who 
fled into the bush were found 
about 12 kms. outside Kolwezi 
where the French troops were 
parachuted last Friday. 

Meanwhile, French President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing said 
here tonight that the French 
para-troopers sent to Zaire to 
rescue the Europeans will re- 
turn to base as soon as they 
have traced those still listed 
as missing. 

Mr. Giscard d’Estamg told a 
press conference after a two- 
day Franco-African summit he- 
re: "The para-troop unit sent 
to- Kolwezi will return to its 
base as soon as it has comple- 
ted its task of tracing missing 
people." 

The French president said 
the Zaire government would be 
informed in advance of the 
troops' departure so that it co- 
uld take the necessary measu- 
res to ensure security in the 
region. 

So far there was no final 
count on the number of Afri- 
cans killed by the rebels nor 
of rebel losses in combat. But 
several French newspapers quo- 
ted Foreign Legion officers as 
saying they had killed over 350 
rebels for the loss of only two 
Legionnaires. 

Defence Ministry spokesman, 
meanwhile, categorically rejec- 
ted accusations levelled by two 
Belgian officers at Kamina who 
said unruly French troops shot 
five Rhodesians and a Belgian. 
The officers were with Belgian 
forces which helped evacuate 
2.000 whites from Kolwezi last 
week afrer the town was reca- 
ptured. 

The Franco-Belgian controv- 


ersy on the rescue operation 
was still apparently lively. The 
newspaper Le Monde today 
said Foreign Legion officers in 
Kolwezi were nearly openly ac- 
cusing Belgian troops of having 
spread alarmist rumours amo- 
ng the town's Europeans to 
incite them to leave in spite 
of the presence of French tro- 
ops. 

The whites departure meant 
normal production of copper in 
the area was now extremely 
difficult and this was a reason 
for Zaire President Mobutu's 
attack this week on Belgian Fo- 
reign Minister Henri Simonet, 
Le Monde reported. 


French Foreign Legionnaires, 
guided by helicopter, were to- 
day mounting search-and-des- 
troy missions against rebels on 
the outskirts of Kolwezi. 

Inside Kolwezi there was a 
new threat to the town cho- 
lera. 

Red Cross officials said an 
epidemic could break out at 
any time following the eight- 
day occupation by rebels and 
the fighting to regain the to- 
wn's takeover. 

Bodies rotting in the unrele- 
nting African sun still lay on 
the streets and water supplies, 
power and communications re- 
mained cut off. 


U.N. forces in Lebanon 
hamper commando action, 
says Palestinian leader 


BAHRAIN, May 23 (R). — A 
Palestinian commando leader 
said here today the presence 
of United Nations peace-kee- 
ping forces in southern Leban- 
on hampered commando acti- 
vity against Israel but the gu- 
errillas did not wish to clash 
with the U.N. troops. 

The Gulf representative of 
Fateh, the biggest Palestinian 
commando group, Salim Za’n- 
oun, also told reporters the 
U.N. had no power to abrog- 
ate an agreement regulating 
the Palestinian armed presen- 
ce in Lebanon, which was con- 
cluded in Cairo in 1969 betw- 
een Lebanese authorities and 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation. 

Mr. Za’noun was commen- 
ting on reported statements by 
the Commander of the U.N. 
troops Emmanuel Erskine that 
the Cairo agreement contradi- 
cted U.N. Security Council Re- 
solution 425, which set up the 
peace-keeping force following 
the mid-March invasion of so- 
uth Lebanon by Israeli forces.

Sadat will 
forgive his 


no longer 
enemies 


CAIRO, May 23 (Agencies). — 
President Anwar Sadat declar- 
ed today his political enemies 
were leading Egypt towards a 
bloodbath and said he would no 
longer forgive them. 

He listed as his opponents 
Marxists, old-time rightist po- 
liticians and a number of jour- 
nalists based abroad who have 
attacked his regime. 

Under measures overwhelm- 
ingly approved in a referendum 
on Sunday, such figures would 
be excluded from politics or 
high government or trade union 
posts. The Egyptian parliam- 
ent is preparing laws under 
which these opponents would 
be punished. 


Is Israel planning war on Saudi Arabia? 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 
23 (R). — Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Menachem Begin said in a 
message last nigbt to President 
Carter that the planned sale 
of American warplanes to Sau- 
di Arabia and Egypt was an 
obstacle to the Middle East pe- 
ace process. 

An official in the Prime Mi- 
nister’s Office said the messa- 
ge, sent in reply to a letter 
from President Carter last 
week after the Senate approv- 
ed the deal, underlined the 
“gravity with which Israel re- 
garded the development." 

Israel regarded the supply of 
modern warplanes to Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt as a “direct 
threat to its security” and cal- 
led for a reassessment of Is- 


rael’s defence requirements, the 
official said. 

In his message. President 
Carter was believed to have 
reassured the Israelis of Ame- 
rica's continuing commitment 
to Israel's defence needs. 

Earlier, a senior military so- 
urce in Tel Aviv said the coun- 
try’s military planners believed 
the proposed sale to Saudi 
Arabia upset the balance of 
power in the Middle East and 
made the kingdom a confronta- 
tion state. 

“This means we will have to 
assign forces to neutralise it 
(Saudi Arabia) in case of war 
and will have to consider if 
a pre-emptive strike is neces- 
sary if the situation requires 
it,” he said. 


The United States Senate last 
week approved President Car- 
ter’s decision to supply Saudi 
Arabia with 60 F-15s fighters 
as part of a weapons package 
to three Middle East countries. 

Under the deal Egypt gets 
50 warplanes and Israel 90. 

The source told reporters at 
a briefing yesterday that the 
impact of the sale to Saudi 
Arabia would be "overwhelm- 
ing for Israel's security and 
strategy. 

“It upsets the delicate balan- 
ce of power in the region and 
makes Saudi Arabia a confron- 
tation state," he said. 

The source said delivery of 
the planes also greatly Increa- 
sed the importance of Israel's 
air bases in northern Sinai 


The airfields have been an 
obstacle in Middle East peace 
talks between Israel and Egypt. 
Israel wants to keep them but 
Egypt has Insisted they be ab- 
andoned. 

The source said Israel was 
convinced Saudi Arabia would 
participate in any future Isra- 
ell-Arab conflict. 

“The Saudis actively partici- 
pated in previous wars and we 
have every reason to believe 
they will again do so if a con- 
flict develops,” he said. 

The U.S. administration's sta- 
tement that the F-l5s supplied 
to Saudi Arabia would be equi- 
pped for an attack against Is- 
rael was 'meaningless since all 
the necessary hardware can be 
purchased elsewhere,’’ the 
source added. 


President Sadat spoke to top 
Egyptian editors and board 
chairmen from the Egyptian 
state controlled news media at 
a two-hour meeting in his cou- 
ntry home at the Barrages, 
north of Cairo. 

“If any person does not ad- 
here to the values of his coun- 
try, he must prepare for puni- 
shment," Mr. Sadat declared. 
■There will be no more com- 
promise or tolerance." 

The referendum was approv- 
ed by 9829 per cent of the va- 
lid votes cast. Although it ap- 
peared to be aimed at known 
leftists and politicians from the 
days of the deposed monarchy 
25 years ago who have made a 
comeback, the referendum rai- 
sed concern that all criticism of 
the government would be stil- 
led. 

"The referendum was not 
support for me but principally 
support for true democracy," 
Mr. Sadat said. The opposition 
has said it was a repression of 
political rights. 

Egypt's leftist opposition Un- 
ionist Progressive Party (UPP) 
said today the massive support 
for measures proposed by Pre-. 
sident Sadat could lead to con- 
frontation. 

The UPP in its first statem- 
ent on the referendum results 
urged “constitutional organis- 
ation and political forces to 
save the country from this 
new dilemma which will waste 
the people's energies in futile 
confrontations." 

The statement indicated the 
party would oppose any mea- 
sures effecting it the UPP has 
three members in the 369-seat 
People’s Assembly. 


the multi-nation, force with 
overseeing an Israeli withdra- 
wal from the south and hel- 
ping the Lebanese governme- 
nt re-establish control over 
the region. 

"The U.N. commander and 
the U.N. have no right to of- 
fer such interpretations,” Mr. 
Za'noun said. 

The Fateh leader said Isra- 
el and unnamed parties in Le- 
banon were trying to divert 
U.N. troops from their speci- 
fic mission of supervising the 
Israeli evacuation. 

"As a result, we are suf- 
fering from all sorts of conspi- 
racies. But we refuse to cla- 
sh with the U.N. troops." 

He said that if a clash ap- 
peared likely, the PLO would 
first go to the United Nations 
Security Council where, with 
the help of Arab and other 
allies, it would try “to ensure 
that these troops adhere to 
their task of overseeing the 
Israeli withdrawal," he said. 

The presence of U.N. troops 
"renders the duty of the Pal- 
estinian revolution in fighting 
the Zionist enemy harder and 
more difficult, but we will 
have to overcome this obstac- 
le, because nothing is imposs- 
ible to the- revolution,” Mr. 
Za'noun said. 

United Nations Under Sec- 
retary Robert Guyer comple- 
ted a tour of Syria, Lebanon 
and Israel today and flew ba- 
ck to New York to report to 
Secretary General Kurt Wald- 
heim on the situation in south 
Lebanon. 

He told reporters before his 
departure from Ludd Airport 
that he had positive talks with 
Foreign Minister Moshe Day- 
an and said the Israeli decisi- 
on to evacuate south Lebanon 
by June 13 was “a very posi- 
tive development.” 

The senior U.N. official said 
in reply to a question that the 
United Nations Int erim For- 
ces in Lebanon (UNIFIL) wo- 
uld be ready by that date for 
the Israeli withdrawal. 

Inter-rightist dash 

In a separate development, 
Lebanese police today said six 
people were killed in the Le- 
banese coastal town of Batro- 
un, north of Beirut, in a night 
clash between Christian righ- 
tist militias or their supporte- 
rs. 

They reported that a gang 
of men in a car opened fire 
on a roadside cafe, causing the 
casualties. 

According to the same po- 
lice sources, the victims were 
either members or supporter* 
of the extremist rfghtwing Gu- 
ardians of the Cedars group. 
The attackers were believed 
to be members of the Pbalan- 
gists. 

The Incident was the latest 
clash involving riphtwing mi- 
litias. Earlier this month, two 
civilians and a gunman were 
killed and several others wo- 
unded in a clash between the 
Phalangists and the National 
Liberals In a Beirut suburb. 
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And now, a few 
months of confusion 

The Middle East is in for a period of some 
confusion now, given the Israeli reaction to the 
American Congress’ approval last week of President 
Carter’s plan to sell fighter planes to Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia and Israel. To put it in terms that will be 
familiar to Mr. Carter himself, what we can expect 
now from the Israelis is the moral equivalent of the 
New Hampshire primary. That is, the Israelis are 
bouncing around now like a bunch of pingpong balls 
in. a, wind tunnel, unsure of where they are going 
and- who is their enemy. They have been stung by 
the Congress’ approval of the arms package, and 
they are acting in the same manner that a candidate 
for' the American presidency reacts during the New 
Hampshire primary. They say many things that will 
be forgotten six months down the road. 

There are open threats from the Israelis to attack 
Saudi Arabia, which, incidentally, would be an 
interesting topic to discuss when those U.S. cong- 
ressional subcommittees ponder how the great ally 
Israel is helping to fight communism and radicalism 
around the Middle East. Beating up the Saudi 
Arabians is hardly conducive to spreading 
moderation. 

There are also open attacks by Israeli leaders 
against the credibility and intentions of the United 
States in^ the Middle East. Coupled with routine 
threats and attacks from the Arabs, this must make 
the Americans believe they are doing something 
right, if everybody is against them all of a sudden'. 

There are calls to move ahead with the Israeli 
development of an advanced fighter-bomber to equal 
or better the F~15, with the parallel aim, no doubt, 
besides making Israel self-sufficient in fancy air- 
planes, of selling the new plane to friendly 
democracies such as South Africa ? 

There is talk about retaining the air bases Israel 
has ih the occupied Sinai, and of reviewing the 
asinine Begin proposals for “home rule” in the West 
Bank and Gaza. 

In short, the Israelis are in a period of extra- 
ordinary confusion. They’re so confused, they’re 
even, leaving south Lebanon. Mr. Carter is probably 
not xised' to this kind of spectacle, and he may be 
perplexed himself by some of the things being said 
by Israeli leaders. Our advice to him and the rest 
oT >the world is to sit back, think of those cold winter 
mornings in New Hampshire, and remember that the 
moral equivalent of a primary election campaign is 
not the moral equivalent of very much at all.

Jordan’s phosphate production rises, revenues fall 
but solid increase is in sight by end of this year

AMMAN, May 23 — Jordan’s 
production and export of raw 
phosphate rock rose slightly 
for the third year in a row 
in 1977. but revenues declin- 
ed, according to figures rel- 
eased here this month by the 
Jordan Phosphate Mines Com- 
pany, Ltd. 

Last year’s production was 

1,771.000 tons compared to 
1,701,800 tons in 1976, and 
exports totalled 1.794,000 tons 
compared to 1.653.142 in 1976. 

But revenues from phosph- 
ate sales last year were JD 


18.936 million, which is a drop 
from the 297* revenues of JD 
20.694 million. Thi; sluggish 
revenues performance also re- 
presents the second consecu- 
tive year that revenues from 
phosphate sales have dropped 
slightly, as the 1976 total of 
JD 20.694 was lower than the 
1975 figure of JD 21.2 million. 

Last year’s revenues repre- 
sent an average sales price 
of S33 per ton of phosphate 
rock, which is also a decline 
over the previous two years. 
The 1976 average price was 
539 a ton, and the 1975 price 
was S59 a ton. 

The anomaly of declining 
revenues at a time of rising 


exporis is of course explained 
by the continued slow deter- 
io rat ion in the price of inter- 
nationaiiy traded phosphate 
rock. and. in terms of reven- 
ues, Jcrdan has been in the 
situation over the past three 
years of running faster and 
faster to stay in the same 
spot. 

Informed industry sources, 
however, say the price of ph- 
osphates has level ied out at 
last, and it will hold steady 
for the coming years. Given 
the upswing in Jordan’s inter- 
national marketing effort this 
year, this means that reven- 
ues this year will probably 
show a solid increase in real 


terms, for the first time in 
three years. 

An interesting aspect of Jo- 
rdan's phosphate exports is 
the pattern of sales by geog- 
raphic areas. The most drama- 
tic movement is the continued 
sharp increase in sales to So- 
uth Asia and the Far East, 
while sales to Eastern Europe 
have declined slightly after 
rising steadily for many years. 

The Asian market is the lo- 
ng-term growth area for Jor- 
danian phosphates, industry 
sources say, with East Europe 
the second most important ar- 
ea. This is substantiated by 
Iasi year’s sales trend.

Israeli officials backtrack on statements 
about planned expropriation of Arab lands 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May- 
23 (R\ — The Israeli govern- 
ment today repudiated reports 
that it planned to seize priva- 
te Arab land to build six big 
settlements for Jews on the 
West Bank. 

But West Bank residents, 
led by Bethlehem Mayor Ellas 

Freij, insisted that Israeli oc- 
cupation authorities had since 
last month frozen all private 
transactions in land owned by 
Arabs living abroad. 

They called on the govern- 
ment to set up an inquiry to 
investigate the issue of absen- 
tee owners’ land in the West 
Bank. 

Government sources yester- 
day told reporters the Israeli 
administration was planning 
to expropriate large areas of 
West Bank land to allow the 
building of six towns to house 
about 160.000 Jewish settlers. 

But today, the same sources 
said there was no truth in the 
story. 

Defence Minister Ezer We- 
izman, the minister responsib- 
le for administering occupied 
Arab territories. later said 
there were no plans for any 
mass expropritation of land. 

He told a Knesset commit- 
tee there had been no change 
in Israeli policy toward land 
belonging to ' , absentee" Arab’ 
owners. ■’ r 

The conflicting official ac- 
counts appeared to signal a 
behind-scenes dispute over the 
merits of publishing ambitious 
settlement plans at a time of 
growing friction on this issue 
between Israel and the outside 
world. 

Ultra-nationalist groups and 
their backers in the cabinet 
are keen on pressing ahead as 
quickly as possible with large 
scale settlement- Other mini- 
sters are known to be worried 
at the prospect of further da- 
maging Israeli-U.S, relations. 

West Bank residents have 
recently complained that land 
belonging to Arabs living ab- 
road has been fenced off by 
Israeli authorities. One group 
of residents has asked the Is- 
raeli Supreme Court to stop 
this. 

Mr. Freij told reporters : 


"About 70 to 80 per cent of 
the land in this area is owned 
by people living in south and 
central America. For the last 
11 years (since the 1907 wart 
we have been able to earn- 
out land transactions on their 
behalf.

"Then on April 12 the Cu- 
stodian of Absentee Property 
(an Israeli official* told us he 
had new instructions not to 
accept power-oi -attorney or to 
authorise any transactions co- 
ncerning land considered to be 
abandoned."

Officials at the custodian’s 
office declined to discuss the 
matter. A military governm- 
ent spokesman said he knew 
nothing about any change of 
policy towards land. 

Most of the land used for 
previous settlements was ow- 
ned by the Jordanian govern- 
ment before the 1967 war. Is- 
raeli authorities reserve the 
right io use this land for sett- 
lement or any other purpose. 

Cabinet Secretary Arye Na- 
or told Reuters : “Government 
policy does not permit expropri- 
ation of land for settlement 
purposes. A settlement can be 
established only on land for- 
merly owned by the Jordanian 
government or on land that 
has no owner." 

Mr. Naor said the govern- 
ment’s settlement plans exclu- 
ded even unowned land culti- 
vated by Arab villagers. 


"Not even one square met- 
er was expropriated since the 
present government (of Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin) 
was established a year ago,” 
Mr. Naor said. 

The secretary also denied 
press reports which said the 
government would recognise 
the so called archaeological 
digging at Shiloh as a Jewish 
settlement. 

The presence of members of 
the fanatical Gush Emunim 
l Faith Bloc) settler moveme- 
nt at Shiloh during the recent 
peace negotiations with Egypt 
has drawn sharp criticism fr- 
om the United States admini- 
stration. 

Gush Emunim leader Han- 
na Porat told Reuters today 
that his movement did not ad- 
vocate settlement on confisca- 
ted land as "We all want to 
live in good neighbourly rela- 
tions with the Arabs."

Asia accounted for the big- 
gest single share of total pho- 
sphate sales, at 724.000 tons, 
with India’s purchase of 

378.000 being the single big- 
gest market, followed by Tu- 
rkey (142,000) and Lebanon 
(89.000). 

The total south and west 
Asia sales figure of 724,000 
tons is a hefty rise from the 
1976 figure of 393,445 tons. 

The second biggest regional 
market last year was the Far 
East, ringing up a total of 

502.000 tons compared to 

352.000 the previous year. 

The biggest customers were 

Taiwan (245.000 tons) and Ja- 
pan (218,000). Taiwan’s purch- 
ases of 245.000 tons of phos- 
phates represent an increase 
over the 1976 total of 154,000 
tons, and indicate that the gr- 
owth of Taiwanese purchases 
over the previous five years 
will apparently not be affect- 
ed by the break in diplomatic 
relations. Taiwan's purchases 
have risen annually, from the 
figure of 48.400 tons bought in 
1972. 

Sales to East Europe chop- 
ped from 635,775 tons in 1976 
to 455,000 tons last year, with 
the biggest buyers being Ro- 
mania (195,000 tons) and Po- 


land (180,000). 

The rest of the sales of Jor- 
danian phosphates went to 
Western Europe, with Italy 
and France each taking 49,000 
tons, and 15,000 tons sold to 
the sole African buyer, Tan- 
zania, 

Part of the shift in the ge- 
ographical distribution of sa- 
les is accounted for by a close 
understanding on marketing 
. with Morocco, the world's 
leading exporter of phosphat- 
es. It seems, for instance, that 
the rise in Jordanian sales to 
India is offset by Jordan’s dr- 
opping out of the market In 
Great Britain, 

This close coordination In 
marketing strategy between 
Jordan and Morocco follows 
the breakdown last year of 
the Informal association of 
phosphate exporters that was 
established in 1974 among 
Morocco, Jordan, Tunisia, Se- 
negal, Togo and Algeria. Al- 
geria and Togo had dropped 
out of the arrangement early 
last year, and the Tunisians 
and Senegalese followed suit 
soon after, leaving Morocco 
and Jordan as the only two 
phosphate exporters with any 
coordination in their interna- 
tional sales efforts.

AMMAN, May 23 (JT). — The 
World Bank has agreed to gr- 
ant the Arab Potash Comp- 
any (APC) as soft loan of $25 
million, which could be incr- 
eased to about 35 or 40 mill- 
ion dollars, for fhe implemen- 
tation of its projects south 
of the Dead Sea, ihe Director 
General of the Arab Potash Co- 
mpany and Chairman of its 
Board of Directors, All Khas- 
sawneh, said here today. 

Mr. Khassawneh, who retur- 
ned home yesterday after a vi- 
sit to Washington, said offici- 
als at the bank indicated that 
approval for the additional lo- 
an could be ready in one or 
two weeks time. 

While he was in Washing- 
ton a draft agreement on the* 
loan was finalised prior to it’s 
being presented to the boards 
of directors of the World Ba- 
nk and the Arab Potash Com- 
pany for their approval and 
signature, Mr. Khassawneh ad- 
ded. Mr, Khassawneh also ob- 
tained, during his visit the co- 
operation of an international 
firm to act as advisor to the 
Arab Potash Company in the 
implementation of its projects 
while another firm has agreed 
to work out a modem finan- 
cial and accounting system for 


the company. 

The Arab Potash Company 
has already used a loan of 36 
million from the U.S. Agency 
for International Development 
(USAID) for the first phase 
of the project and is about to 
obtain an additional USAID 
loan of $38 million for the 
next phase. 

Total amount of loans an- 
ticipated by the company re- 
aches $231 million. It is hoped 
these will come from Arab co- 
untries such as Libya and Iraq 
and the Kuwait Fund for Arab 


Economic Development, which 
has already promised the com- 
pany a $25 million loan, possi- 
bly reaching 35 or 40 million 
dollars as well as the Arab 
Fund for Economic and Social 
Development. 

Concerning the marketing of 
potash production, Mr. Khas- 
sawneh said that during his 
visit he made contacts with 
several firms specialising in 
marketing with the aim of 
concluding advanced deals for 
the sale of the potash when 
production begins in 1982.

the establishment of an Arab 
investment company with a 
capital of 50 million Arab din- 
ars.

I was watching television the other day 
and a show about labour migration from the 
plains states to California was on. We saw 
how the cheap labour migrants were instrum- 
ental in elevating California's position to the 
leading U.S. state. 

Cheap labour movements were thought of 
as useful both domestically and internationally. 
Labourers move from places where their pro- 
ductivity is very small to others where they 
are needed and their productivity becomes gre- 
ater. Thus both labour-losing and labour-gain- 
ing areas benefit from such flows. 

Such an argument used to be applicable to 
Jordan until five years ago. Right now It has 
no validity. 

In the case of Jordan, labourers move from 
places where their productivity is relatively 
high to places where it is high. As long as 
the productivity is higher than wages, the la- 
bour-Iosing country suffers a substantial loss. 

In Jordan, labourers move from rural areas 
to cities in search of more lucrative jobs. They 
are quite content with the higher wages they 
command - - for a short period only. Once their 
wages fall victim to price rises and high ex- 
pectations, satisfaction becomes the rarest co- 
mmodity. Therefore, the economy suffers from 
a major distortion ; namely the concentration 
of people, economic activity and services in 
large cities. 

The crowding-out effect begins to work at 
toll swing in the city when pressure begins to 
multiply on the limited services in the city. 
Thus the push factors of migration set in. The 
pull factors are already there, embodied in 
ample job opportunities at lucrative wages in 
the Gulf states. 


Another force of disequilibrium is therefore 
generated. The supply of labour diminishes in 
the cities. Such a situation reinforces further 
regional disequilibrium. A chain of disequi!!- 
bria is therefore generated. 

Should this cycle continue, Jordan's econo- 
my win have no way to go but fall victim to 
recession or inflation. More likely it will be 
stayflation. This means that Jordan will suffer 
from a sharp drop in investment and a cost- 
push inflation. 

Recession will come about when the wage 
bill inflates to levels that would dwarf returns 
on investment With interest rates showing 
minor signs of decrease, the marginal produc- 
tivity would fa 12 to limits that are not condu- 
cive. Thus, investment drops down. 

Inflation would come about because go- 
vernmental projects and spending and remit- 
tances may not drop down. These will maintain 
a given consumption ability larger than output. 
This is exactly what is meant by the generation 
gap. 

Therefore, macroanalysis Indicates that the 
cure does not lie anywhere else than the labour 
market. We must ensure a labour supply by 
training and coaxing more women to go into 
the market. Training is costly and it must be 
financed by the labour-importing countries. 
This is fair and square. 

In terms of labour, Jordan and the Gulf 
states are one market with varying prices. We 
may still be a fragmented labour market, but 
we will soon be one. Only then will the labour 
flow stop and only then will be expense of 
labour to Jordan be much more than it can 
afford. Does not this entitle us to aid and com- 
pensation ? What else would ?

Hellenistic prince?

'AMMAN. - Archaeologists, haiJe 
been mystlfied-as to the u?e and 
purpose of Qasr .ALAbd over 


since its impressive ruins^ we- 
re rediscovered by Explorers. xn 
the last century^ * 

It has now beeq suggest® ’ 
by Prof. Ernest WO,- co-direc- 
tor of the current 1 archaeologi- 
cal work at the jsite, . that it 
was in fact a “foolishness of 
a prince.’' /f . 

Located in Wadi See rawest 
of Amman, the site is known 
as Arak AJ Amir (Caverns of 
the Prince) from the caves in 
the hillsides above/ Inscribed 
in Hebrew 'on the face of the 
caves is the name Tobiah’. It 
is believed that this was the 
name of the Persian-appointed 
governor of the Ammonites, in 
the 3rd century B.C. He 'was a 
Jew, one of a family known 
to have been established in 
Jordan at the end of the 5th 
century B.C. 1 . 

The Qasr is thought to have 
been built by the grandson of this 
Tobiah, one Hyrcanus, in ab- 
out 175 B.C. Hyrcanus is said 
to have quarrelled with his 
half brothers in Jerusalem and 
retired to Arak A1 Amir whe- 
re he built a “strong ■ i fort- 
ress." This was described by 
Josephus, writing in the 1st 
century A.D., as built “entire- 
ly of white stone to the very 
roof, and bad animals of a 
prodigious magnitude engrav- 
ed upon it. p 

The ruins of the QaSr . are 
currently being excavated and 


recorded by a tea® of French 
i> archaeologists and other ex- 
■ Ports, in conjunction with the 
Jordanian Department of An- 
tiquities under Dr. Fawzi Zay- 
adine. Their ultimate aim is 
to produce detailed informa- 
tion as to the 'original struc- 
ture and appearance of the 
building so that It can per- 
haps be restored by the Mini- 
_ stry of Tourism and .Antiqui- 
ties as a touristic site. It is 
unique, in Jordan as there are 
few other major buildings here 
of the Hellenistic period. (331- 
s£3 B.C.). 

Earlier archaeological work 
by the American School of 
Oriental Research established 
that the building was destro- 
yed by an earthquake in 365 
AJD. and that its earliest Hel- 
lenistic by an earthquake in 
365. AJ). and that its earliest 
Hellenistic occupation was in 
the early second century B.C. 
However, later occupations of 
the Byzantine period (330- 
640 AD.) inside the walls 
made it difficult to establish 
the original plan and purpose 
of the building. 

The American archaeologist 
F. W. Albright thought that it 
was perhaps the mausoleum 
of the Tobiad family. Mr. Pe- 
ter Parr, director of the Ame- 
rican excavations in the eariy 
1960s, concluded that it had 
a religious pir'pose and was 
perhaps a temple. 

Prof. Will, Director of the 
French Institute of Archaeo- 
logy in the Near East at Beir- 
ut, believes that Josephus is 
correct and the building was 
indeed a palace built by a 
prince. Prof. Will described it 


as a “foolishness", similar to 
the grand ideas of " little Hel- 
lenistic princes in Turkey”, 
and to be compared in con- 
cept with the romanticism of 
'18th century princes in Euro- 
pe. However he has come to 
the conclusion, also reached 
by Mr. Parr, that the building 
was never finished. 

It appears that the Hellen- 
istic structure had no floors 


year that Prof. Will's team 
discovered the huge, stone- 
carved lioness, now standing 
for all to see around to the 
northwest of the ruins. It had 
lain face down since the ear- 
thquake and was thus protec- 
ted and preserved from the 
weather. 

Carved lions decorated the 
stonework between the ground 
and first stories. The rough-

or pavement, indicating that 
a more or less empty shell 
was left for later occupation 
by the Byzantines. Very little 
Hellenistic pottery has been 
found, substantiating the idea 
that the palace was never co- 
mpleted or fully occupied in 
Hellenistic times. 

Hyrcanus is said to have 
committed suicide in fear of 
the new King Antioch us of 
Syria from whom he expected 
punishment for his harsh tre- 
atment of the Arabs. Perhaps 
this Is the reason why the pa- 
lace was never finished. 

The work of excavation and 
recording is made extremely 
difficult by the huge size of 
the stones -- sometimes six 
metres long by three metres 
high and weighing up to 25 
tons. However the blocks are 
often not more than half a 
metre thick and the high ratio 
of the height of the block to 
its thickness no doubt contri- 
buted to its instability and co- 
llapse at the time of the earth- 
quake. 

Prof. Will pointed out to 
me the collapsed west wall, 
the blocks now lying horizon- 
tally in the same relationship 
as when they had once stood 
vertically. It is possible to re- 
cognise the base course, the 
window openings and the lint- 
el and cornice. However the 
huge size and weight of the 
stones will make hoisting-.th- 
em back into their original 
positions a difficult operation. 
Even turning the stones over 
to investigate whether there 
is any carving on the other 
side requires the use of a 
crane. It was in this way last 


ed-out carvings can be seen 
on the upper extremities of 
the remaining east wall and 
parts of animal sculptures 
were found amongst the col- 
lapsed stones on the ground. 
A well preserved lion sculp- 
ture in mottled pink scone 
built into the wall to the low- 
er right of the east entrance 
has been exposed, ft is actu- 
ally a fountain - - traces of a 
plastered basin were found 
inside the Qasr with a chan- 
nel leading to the animal’s 
mouth. 

A large stone column capi- 
tal which Prof. Will suggests 
came from beneath the upper 
comice has part of an eagle’s 
plumage carved on it. More 
stones with eagle’s feathers 
fit together with it to show 
that the eagle sculpture wra- 
pped around the corner of the 
building. 

It has been a major pro- 
ject for the architect, M. . 
Francois Larche, to measure 
all the stones and draw them 
in order to reconstruct the 
original building on paper. 
Prof. Will said that while he 
and his colleagues feel fairly 
confident about the lower 
storey, the upper presents a 
problem because many of the 
stones from it are missing. 

Concurrently with the work 
at the Qasr, Proof. Jean Ma- 
rie Dentzer of the Universite 
de Paris I, is directing a pro- 
gramme of study of the whole 
site. A geographer has been stu- 
dying the system of irrigation 
channels and agriculture of 
the site, modifications to the 
landscape, and the terraces. 
It seems that from ancient

times the site has been impor- 
tant both agriculturally and 
for its role in the economy of 
the area. 

Dr. Dentzer Is excavating 
the main gate in the wall en- 
closing the site in order to 
get the date of the beginning 
of the settlement. He also 
aims to reconstruct the door- 
way on paper once excavation 
leads to an understanding of 
the way in which it was built, 
and exposed the fallen ston- 
es which once formed its lintel 
and entablature. Pieces of the 
cornice and two large blocks 
on which the remains of lion 
sculptures can be discerned 
have been found. 

Hyrcanus’ palace is describ- 
ed by Josephus as having 
vast gardens and running wa- 
ters and Dr. Dentzer believes 
this is not inconsistent with 


' what his team has found. Ho- 
wever, he suggests that the 
enclosure wall was to protect 
the planting and agriculture 
rather than serve as a forti- 
fication. From the main gate 
a ramp followed the position 
of the present road and led 
up to the hillside caves. This 
was then an internal road as 
the main road from the val- 
ley to Amman followed a diff- 
erent route. 

According to Josephus, it 
was in the caves that Hyrca- 
nus set up his living quarters, 
some were “many furlongs in 
length.” The entrance was 
however very narrow, “for his 
own preservation, lest he sh- 
ould be besieged by his bre- 
thren.” 

Dr. Dentzer hopes to exca- 
vate one of die caves in a 
future season.

Finance ministers of 
OPEC hold talks on 
international funds 

VIENNA, May 23 (AP). — The finance ministers of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) opened a heavily-guarded 
meeting here today with an agenda that did not include a discussion of 
the U-S. dollar.

The agenda instead provid- 
ed for talks on several inter- 
national funds “as far as they 
affect OPEC.’* Hamid Zaheri, 
the OPEC Information Chief 
told reporters. 

They were the Common 
Fund for future price stabili- 
sation, the International Fund 
for Agricultural Development 
(IFAD) and the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Mr. Zaheri said the finance 
ministers would definitely ma- 
ke no decision on whether to 


maintain the dollar as the un- 
it of payment for OPEC oil or 
shift oil-pricing denominations 
to three different baskets of 
currencies, in view of the dol- 
lar fluctuation. 

"This concerns the OPEC 
oil ministers.” Mr. Zaheri sa- 
id. The oil ministers were sch- 
eduled to meet next in Gene- 
va, Switzerland, on June 17. 

A discussion of the dollar 
fluctuation was not ruled out 
completely, however. It could 
be raised among “other poin- 


ts” that might come up in the 
meeting, especially since in 
addition to the finance minis- 
ters, the OPEC delegations 
here included several heads of 
central banks.

BUDAPEST, May 23 (R). — ' 
The Shah of Iran, a key sup- 
porter of a oil price freeze for 
this year, said yesterday pet- 
roleum prices must rise even- 
tually to correspond with oth- 
er energy sources.

Life is complicated enough 
without our adding to the 
complexities. South failed 
to find the simple way out 
of his predicament and It 
cost him his vulnerable 
game. 

North had a difficult de- 
cision to make after West 
opened the bidding in front 
of him, and the club over* 
call was a reasonable solu- 
tion, even though the suit 
was rather weak. There- 
after, the bidding proceeded 
smoothly to an excellent 
contract of four spades. 

West made his natural 
lead of the top of his dia- 
mond sequence. Declarer 
won the ace and, since the 
contract would have been 
assured if the spades were 
2-2 or If either defender 


held a singleton honor, he 
continued with ace and 
another spade. East won 
the queen and found the 
heart shift. 

Declarer took the ace of 
hearts and now he had to 
rely on the club finesse for 
his contract. When that fail- 
ed, the defenders took a 
trick in each major suit for 
a one-trick set. 

The fates had indeed dealt 
harshly with South— it re- 
quired a lot of bad luck for 
his line to fail. We would 
commiserate with him ex- 
cept for the fact that all he 
needed to land his contract 
was a 3-2 club split. 

Declarer failed to realize 
that he could afford to lose 
two trump tricks and a club 
as long as he controlled the 
heart suit. We suggest that, 
after winning the ace of 
diamonds, declarer should 
first cash the ace of trumps 
to see if either defender has 
a singleton honor. When no 
high trump drops, declarer 
should abandon trumps and 
go after clubs. 

To protect against the 
possibility that East has a 
singleton club, correct tech- 
nique is to cash the king of 
clubs and then lead a club 
toward the ace-jack. When 
East follows, declarer rises 
with the ace. When West 
also shows in, the contract 
is assured. 

Declarer simply concedes 
a club to West's queen. West 
can shift to a heart, but de- 
clarer flies up with the ace 
and leads a good dub. 
Whether or not East ruffs, 
declarer discards his heart 
loser and loses only three 
tricks in the black suits.

About 150 die in Indian heatwave 


NEW DELHI, May 23, (R). — At least 150 people have died 
in a searing heatwave that has gripped the plains of India for 
the past two weeks with temperatures averaging 45 degrees 
Centigrade (113 degrees Fahrenheit). 

Reports from the northeastern states of Bihar said the death 
toll there had risen to 46 with the deaths of 10 more sunstroke 
victims in the past two days. In some parts of the state the 
temperature soared to 47 degrees Centigrade (116.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit). 


Lima is put under 
curfew following day 
of violent rioting 


LIMA, May 23 (R). — The 
Peruvian capital was clamped 
under an overnight curfew to- 
day by the military govern- 
ment after a day of rioting in 
which police said two people 
were killed and several in- 
jured. 

Earlier reports said at least 
five people were believed to 
have died in violence yesterday 
during the first day of a two- 
day general strike called by 
unions in protest against a to- 
ugh austerity package anno- 
unced by the government. 

Eye-witnesses said last ni- 
ght they saw six people hit 
when police opened fire on de- 
monstrators on the road lead- 
ing to Lima Airport. The eye- 
witnesses said at least three 
of the demonstrators shot 
had been mortally wounded. 

But there was no official 
confirmation today of any de- 
aths in clashes in Lima. 

Two people died in violen- 
ce in the Andean city of Hu- 
ancavelica, 450 kms. south- 
east of here, police sources sa- 
id there last night. 

In Huancavelica, the only 
provincial city hit by violen- 
ce, bomb attacks were made 
on the jail and the power com- 
pany. The city was without 
electricity all day following 


the attacks. 

A policeman was seriously 
wounded in the trouble, 

Lima, paralysed in what 
was regarded as the most se- 
rious challenge to President 
Francisco Morales Bermudez 
since he took power nearly 
three years ago, was the sce- 
ne of violent clashes bet- 
ween stone-throwing mobs 
and paramilitary civil guards. 

As violence flared in the 
shantytowns surrounding the 
capital and the city echoed to 
the rattle of sporadic machi- 
ne-gun fire, the government 
ordered a country-wide cur- 
few. 

Today Lima and nearby Cal. 
lao port were under a curfew 
running from midnight to 
5 a.ra. 

The general strike followed 
a week of rioting in provincial 
cities in which 12 people we- 
re killed. The violence started 
last Monday when the govern- 
ment announced austerity me- 
asures which sent the price 
of staples such as bread, milk 
and cooking oil soaring by an 
average 50 per cent. 

A state of emergency has 
been announced and campaig- 
ning for elections to a con- 
stituent assembly next month 
has been suspended.

They said they had 
been directed to the spot by 
two East European refugees, a 
24-year-old Pole and a 38- 


year-old Bulgarian, who they 
arrested the previous day ]n 
Lausanne.

They will 
be charged with attempted 
extortion and disturbing the 
peace of the dead, police said.

NEW YORK, May 23 (R). 

— Confessed “Son of Sam” 
killer David Berkowitz, who 
told a psychiatrist he had spe- 
cial plans for the day. went 
beserk in court yesterday and 
forced a postponement of his 
sentencing. 

Berkowitz who. terrorised 
New York for a year as he 
killed six people and injured 
seven, forced the three judg- 
es to order further psychiatric 
checks on him after an asto- 
nishing emotional outburst. 

His eyes bulging, the baby- 
faced former postal worker 
chanted that one of his vic- 
tims was a whore and then 


screamed wildly at the audi- 
ence which Included relatives 
of people he had killed and 
survivors of the attacks. 

He began a sing-song chant 
of “Stacy was a whore, Stacy 
was a whore." Stacy Mosko- 
witz, 20, was the last victim 
of "Son of Sam". 

Berkowitz fixed his gaze on 
Stacy’s mother as she called 
him "an animal”. He shouted 
back, *TU kill her. Til kill 
them all." 

Then he was dragged by 
court guards into a hallway 
and back to the prison psy- 
chiatric wing of a Brooklyn 
hospital where he is being he- 
ld.

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NARITA. Japan, May 23 
rR). — Tokyo’s controversial 
new airport, still besieged by 
hundreds of radical opponents, 
began full-scale international 
services today -- but was re- 
ported running short of avi- 
ation fuel. 

Airport sources said the 
newly-opened airport must 
get a fuel shipment within the 
next three of four days or st- 
op operating. 

After a weekend of violent 
protests against the open- 
ing, thousands of riot police 
were guarding the $2.6 bil- 
lion airport from radicals hol- 
ed up in fortresses round the 
perimeter. 

Fuel must be brought in by 
tanker trains because local 
residents have stopped cons- 
truction of a pipeline for fe- 
ar of an explosion caused by 
radicals or an accident. 

But the local branch of the 
Locomotive Engineers Union 
says it will not man fuel tra- 
ins which the national railwa- 
ys want to run from tomor- 
row. until safety measures are 
improved. 

Radicals in the past have 
burned trains and blocked the 
lines to the airport. 

Airport sources said the 
two sides were trying to ne- 
gotiate a solution to keep the 
airliners flying. 

In March, trains brought io 
enough fuel for five days’ ope- 
ration at the airport, which 
opened on Sunday. Further 
deliveries were stopped for 
security reasons. 

The government today an- 
nounced plans to create a 
crack force of 1,500-special po- 
lice to guard the airport full- 
time. 

Police reported they found 
beer cases containing 375 fire 
bombs in a forest five kms. 
from Narita. 

Nearly 150 daily flights of 
the world’s major airlines are 
due to use the airport. The 


old Haneda Airport next to 
Tokyo Bay will handle domes- 
tic services. 

A leading English-language 
newspaper criticised the gov- 
ernment today for opening 
Narita under conditions which 
it said were extraordinary, if 
not dangerous. 

Quinn to play 
Onassis in The 
Greek Tycoon 

NEW YORK, May 23 (R). 

— Actor Anthony Quinn near- 
ly gave in to repeated requ- 
ests by Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis not to play a film 
part modelled on her late 
husband Aristotle Onassis - - 
but changed his mind when 
she snubbed him, he said in 
an article published yester- 
day. 

In the article in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, Mr. Quinn al- 
so said he met the late Greek 
shipping tycoon when Mr. 
Onassis learned that he might 
play him in a film. 

The actor, cast with Jac- 
queline Bisset in The Greek 
Tycoon, said Mr. Onassis told 
him at the 1974 Paris meeting: 
‘Tony, promise me one thing. 
If anybody does do my life in 
a film, you will do it. . . be- 
cause you'll be nice to me.” 

Mr. Quinn, who previous- 
ly had met Mrs. Onassis, sa- 
id he was asked by her re- 
presentatives not to make the 
film and was seriously consi- 
dering honouring her request 
because he did not "want to 
hurt that woman who's lost 
two husbands ...” 

But, at a restaurant in Can- 
nes, France; Mrs. Onassis 
passed him by as if she had 
never met him.
